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SHOCKED residents have vented 
their anger and disbelief after a 
young autistic boy was urinated on 
in a Banbury park. 

The 17-year-old victim, who has not 
been named, was on his scooter in Hill 
View Park, Banbury, when three young¬ 
er boys threw food and drink at him and 
one urinated on him. 

Police said that the incident had left 
the teenager feeling ‘very distressed’ 
and that they are treating the incident 
‘extremely seriously’. 

Parents of other autistic children re¬ 
acted to the news with shock and fear 
that similar things could happen to 
their own children. 

Rebecca Helen Eldridge took to Face- 
book to say: “This is why I’m so scared 
as a mother to two autistic boys, when 
I’m not with them who will step up for 
them if this sort of thing happens? 

“I know they need to spread their 
wings and be independent I just hope 
that someone is kind enough to help 
them if they needed it.” 

In another comment, Natalie Beechey 
said that it would be particularly diffi¬ 
cult for an autistic child to make sense 
of what had happened. 

She added: “It’s also heart-breaking 
for the parents. I know this as I have

been through similar with my son. It 
makes me so angry” 

The three attackers are believed to be 
between 13 and 16. 

They approached the victim and start¬ 
ed insulting him before throwing food 
and a can of drink, which hit him on the 
head, police said. 

One of the boys then climbed on a 
climbing frame above him and deliber¬ 
ately urinated on his scooter and on his 
leg. 

Police are appealing for any witnesses 
to the incident, which happened on 
Saturday August 26 between midday r 
and 3pm, to come forward with infor¬ 
mation which may help them find the 
three suspects. 

The first boy, who urinated on the 
victim, is the tallest of the three, has 
short hair, and was wearing a green 
top and brown trousers. 

The second has short blond hair, 
was wearing glasses and three-quar¬ 
ter length Batman trousers and a top 
which had an outline of a face on it. 

The third suspect was wearing a 
white top and three-quarter length 
blue trousers. 


Investigating officer PC Sean Allwood, 
based at Banbury police station, said: 
“Although the victim was unhurt, this 
incident was very distressing for him 
and is being treated extremely seri¬ 
ously 

“I would like to speak to anyone who 
witnessed the incident or who recog¬ 
nises the description of the offenders.” 

Alongside an outpouring of anger 
at the attack, messages of support to¬ 
wards the teenager have been made to 
the Banbury Cake. 

Clair Lou Moss said that “Living with 
autism is an everyday battle and this 
will just add to the child’s daily strug¬ 
gle. Sending good thoughts to you young 
man.”

Fundraiser opens up 
about his dad’s sudden 
death from heart attack

A RUNNER whose father died of a 
cardiac arrest when he was a teen¬ 
ager is raising money to help stop 
other families being ‘torn apart’. 

David Murray-Hundley, a technol¬ 
ogy entrepreneur, was just 16 when 
his father, Ivor, died unexpectedly 
aged 41. 

Over a quarter of a century later 
the Banbury resident says that he is 
still left with ‘more questions than 
answers’ over his dad’s death. 

Describing the moment he found 
out about the tragedy, the 43-year- 
old, who was away on a school trip 
at the time, said: “I was woken by 
the head teacher to be told that my 
dad had passed away 

“I didn’t get the chance to say 
goodbye - one minute he was here, 
the next minute he was no longer 
with us. 

“We were all completely devas¬ 
tated but the grieving process was 
made even harder by the fact that 
doctors never managed to deter¬ 
mine what exactly happened. 

“Not a day goes by when I don’t 
think about him. He didn’t get a 
chance to see me graduate, get mar¬ 
ried or meet his grandchildren.” 

On Sunday October 1, Mr Murray- 
Hundley will join 4,500 runners to 
complete a run around Blenheim 
Palace to raise money for the Brit¬ 
ish Heart Foundation’s life saving 
research. 

Around 21,000 people lose their 
lives to heart and circulatory dis¬ 
ease each year in the South East and 
around 930,000 people currently live 
with its burden. 

There are around 30,000 out-of¬ 
hospital cardiac arrests in the UK 
each year and the overall survival 
rate is less than 1 in 10. 

Last year’s Blenheim Palace event, 


which features a half marathon, a 
10k course and a family-friendly 2k 
fun-run, raised around £200,000 in 
the fight against heart disease. 

Money raised this year will help 
the BHF fulfil its ambition to fund 


half a billion pounds of life saving 
heart research by 2020. 

Mr Murray-Hundley said: “I’m 
taking on the Blenheim Palace 
10km course because I would never 
want any other family to be torn 


apart in the tragic way that mine 
has.”

Council urged to 
ask government 
for more cash to 
repair potholes 

THE county council will debate 
whether to ask central government 
for more cash to repair the potholes 
on Oxfordshire’s roads. 

Councillor Mark Cherry says it is 
unacceptable key repairs across the 
county are left unfunded simply 
because Oxfordshire County 
Council has too little cash to pay for 
them. 

Next week he will formally 
request that council leader Ian 
Hudspeth asks the Department of 
Transport for more funding to keep 
the county’s roads in tip-top shape. 

The Banbury Ruscote 
representative said: “I have got a lot 
of issues with the roads. In the 
division I represent I’ve noticed the 
roads have deteriorated since I was 
elected as a county councillor in 
2013. 

“The disparity of what’s needed to 
get them into shape and the funding 
the County Council gets after the 
cuts over the years is not 
sustainable..” 

The local authority has shelled 
out nearly £42,000 in less than two 
years to pay drivers who had their 
cars damaged by driving into 
potholes. It had shelled out £25,653 
in 2016 and by August had paid out 
£16,043 to annoyed drivers. 

In one case, it paid £1,827.91 to a 
motorist whose vehicle was badly 
damaged on the B4526 in South 
Oxfordshire. 

But the Department for Transport 
has already said it has spent 
millions giving councils money to 
make sure their roads are in a good 
state - including £2.3m this year to 
patch up potholes. 

My Cherry added: “Every county 
councillor sees them, especially 
those in rural areas - they’re 
probably worse there. 

“I can remember when I was a 
pupil at William Morris School, the 
roads were given a couple of top 
coats every couple of years. It 
doesn’t work like that now.” 

Other large sums paid out by the 
authority to drivers in 2016 
included £1,739 and £1,725 after 
damage was caused on South 
Oxfordshire roads. 

The council will vote on the 
motion at a meeting at County Hall 
in Oxford next Tuesday. 


No jail time for drug addict who 
burgled cancer sufferer’s home 


A DRUG addict tricked a 64-year old man 
into leaving his home before breaking in 
and ransacking the house, making off 
with sentimental items - one of which 
was a gift from his late wife. 

Tommy Butler, of no fixed abode, had 
been a family friend of his victim, Mr 
Connor, at the time of the burglary on 
September 14 last year and had 
previously carried out domestic work in 
the garden for him. 

At his sentencing at Oxford Crown Court 
on Wednesday last week the court heard 
how the 24-year-old had come to the St 
Leonard's Close, Banbury, address, to 
demand cash from the man in order to 
buy drugs. 

When Mr Connor told him he had no 
money to give him Butler became 
'insistent' the court heard, and he was 
taken to a nearby cash machine where it 
was shown that Mr Connor had just £6.99 
in his bank account. 


On returning to the house, undeterred 
and spotting an opened kitchen window, 
Butler then lured his victim away from the 
property, claiming the police wanted to 
speak to him at a nearby shop to answer 
assault charges. 

When Mr Connor left to answer the 
fictional charges, Butler broke in through 
the window and ransacked the property, 
stealing two wallets containing cash and 
identification cards. 

The wallets were of particular 
sentimental value to Mr Connor, who 
suffers from cancer, the court heard, one 
of which was a gift from his late wife. 

In mitigation, Ronan McCann said his 
client had long been addicted to class A 
drugs, spending some £600 per day on 
occasion, which had fuelled his behaviour 
on the day of the burglary. 

He said: "He had a particularly 
haphazard and difficult upbringing. He 
has been perennially estranged from both 


his mother and father. 

"The crux of the offence was serious 
drug use. He is an individual who is 
indeed remorseful in his actions." 

In sentencing. Recorder Anna Laney 
said: "You are a relatively young man and 
from the age of 13 years you have been in 
the grip of a serious drug addiction. 

"This was an offence that you 
committed while you were in the grip of 
that addiction." 

Ultimately, Butler was given a 27-week 
jail term, suspended for two years. He 
was also made subject to a community 
order including a drug rehabilitation 
requirement for 12 months. 

He must also carry out a rehabilitation 
activity requirement for 20 days as well as 
100 hours of unpaid work in the next 12 
months. 

He is also banned from entering St 
Leonard's Close or contacting the victim 
for the next three years.

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New jigsaw club is launched in 
town to help combat dementia 


‘Increase in brain activity can cut risk of Alzheimer’s’

WITH new research finding the 
number of people with demen¬ 
tia could hit 131million by 2050, 
a new jigsaw club has launched 
in Banbury to help keep resi¬ 
dents’ minds active. 

The club, Piece Together, is work¬ 
ing with local care homes, retire¬ 
ment flats, hospices and drop-in 
centres. 

Originally founded by Banbury 
resident Sue Riches, it now has 
around 50 members who meet once 
a month to chat and complete jig¬ 
saws which helps to both combat 
social isolation and engage people 
to use their brains. 

A study in the Lancet journal re¬ 
cently found that an increase in cog¬ 
nitive activity can lead to a 33 per 
cent reduction in the risk of Alzhei¬ 
mer’s disease. 

Social isolation can also be a con¬ 
tributing factor, according to the 
same study. 

Simon Alexander Ong, an expert 
in mindfullness and keeping the 
brain healthy, said: 

“Academic researchers have 
shown that memory can be im¬ 


proved by 30-50 per cent when doing 
mental exercises. 

“Getting immersed in ‘thinking’ 
activities such as completing jigsaw 
puzzles can have a significantly pos¬ 
itive impact on our mental health. 

“And by focusing on just a single 
task and being more aware of the 
present moment, it also acts as a 
way of being more mindful, some¬ 
thing we could all benefit from.” 

The puzzle company Wentworth 
Wooden Puzzles appointed Sue 
Riches, pictured right, as their ‘min¬ 
ister for jigsaws’ earlier this year to 
encourage similar groups to start 
across the country. 

The company has also donated five 
puzzles to the Piece Together group. 

Ms Riches said: “We really appre¬ 
ciate the donation from Wentworth. 
Their quality wooden jigsaws with 
the unique whimsy pieces are such 
a treat to complete, I’m sure the club 
will be fighting over who gets to fin¬ 
ish them first. 

“Instead of reading a book in 
which you can forget the previous 
story, a puzzle is something that you 
can start and stop whenever you 
want. There’s a calming influence 
that a jigsaw has on you, it focuses 
the mind and there is a great sense 
of satisfaction when you finish it.”

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Impeccably crafted thriller 


WIND RIVER (15, 107 mins) 
Thriller/Action/Romance. Jeremy 
Renner, Elizabeth Olsen, Graham 
Greene, Gil Birmingham, Kelsey

Justice is blind and frost-bitten in 
Wind River, an impeccably crafted 
thriller set on a snow-laden Indian 
reservation, where the murder of 
a teenager sends a chill through a 
community riven by bigotry and 
fear. 

Taylor Sheridan, Oscar-nominated 
screenwriter of Hell Or High Water 
and Sicario, returns to the director's 
chair for a high-stakes game of cat 
and mouse in unforgiving terrain. 
Working from his own lean script, 
he vividly brings to life clashes of 
culture and ideals, punctuated by 
pulse-quickening scenes of carnage 
that expose the ugly reality of race 
relations in present-day America. 

As Sheridan makes uncomfortably 
clear at the end of his film, the De¬ 
partment of Justice does not collate 
statistics on the number of Native 
American women who vanish every 
year. 

Horrors depicted on screen with 
cool, clinical detachment could be 
based on hundreds, perhaps thou¬ 
sands of unreported true stories. 
The writer-director thaws out our 
emotional response to his material 
with powerhouse performances 
from Jeremy Renner and Elizabeth 
Olsen as lawmakers from different 
worlds, united in quivering indigna¬ 
tion. Both actors rise magnificently 
to the challenge. 

Cory Lambert (Renner) works as a 
tracker for the US Fish and Wildlife 
Service on the Wind River Indian 
Reservation in Wyoming, where 
he hunts predators that threaten 
livestock. 

During one sortie into the wilder¬ 
ness, Cory stumbles upon the 
frozen body of 18-year-old Natalie 
Hanson (Kelsey Chow). 

She has been sexually assaulted 
and rookie FBI agent Jane Banner 
(Olsen) arrives soon after from the 
Las Vegas office to take charge of 
the investigation. 


"How far do you think someone 
could run barefoot out here?" 
she asks, ill-prepared for sub-zero 
temperatures. 

"How do you gauge someone's will 
to live, especially in these condi¬ 
tions?" responds Cory. 

The lawmakers join forces with 
tribal police chief Ben (Graham 
Greene) to unmask the culprit and 
dole out justice on behalf of the 
victim's grief-stricken father (Gil 
Birmingham). 

A haphazard array of evidence 
implicates Natalie's wastrel brother 
Chip (Martin Sensmeier) and her 
boyfriend Matt (Jon Bernthal). 
Meanwhile, Cory is haunted by a 
tragedy closer to home and the 
devastating impact on his wife 
Wilma (Julia Jones) and young son, 
Casey (Teo Briones). 

Wind River is a survival thriller of 
the fittest, photographed against 
breathtaking backdrops described 
by one wise character as "the land 
of You're On Your Own". 

The central police investigation un¬ 
furls with quiet urgency, reflected 
in the slow-burning intensity of 
performances from a superb en¬ 
semble cast. 

Violence is used sparingly in a 
serpentine narrative that stylishly 
knots together present and past, 
including two stylistic nods to The 
Silence Of The Lambs. 

Thankfully, fava beans and Chianti 
are not on Sheridan's menu. 

Instead, he serves up just desserts, 
ice cold.

Stephen King's disturbing 1986 
novel materialises on the big screen 
as a two-part film directed by Andy 
Muschietti. This opening salvo 
focuses exclusively on the stories of 
children whose lives are scarred by 
a malevolent presence called Pen¬ 
nywise (Bill Skarsgard).

I Am, I Am, I Am: Seventeen Brush¬ 
es With Death by Maggie O'Farrell 
is published in hardback by Tinder 
Press, priced £18.99 (ebook £9.49). 
It is always a leap when a beloved 
fiction writer turns to memoir, a 
genre that can become sluggish 
with indulgent autobiographical 
asides and cloying sentiment. For¬ 
tunately, Maggie O'Farrell's I Am, I 
Am, I Am does not slide into these 
traps, instead, it's nimble, emotion¬ 
ally bruising and stunningly written. 
Divided into 17 distinct moments 
from her life, scrambled out of 
chronological order, it explores the 
many terrifying junctures at which 
Maggie grappled with the fact she 
may not take another breath. There 
are instances many of us have expe¬ 
rienced - sinking out of your depth 
while swimming in the ocean, toes 
stretching and failing to find sand; 
almost losing your balance as a 
lorry darts by, treacherously close; 
racing across a road as your parents 
scream at you to be careful, to not 
run off - and others so brutal and 
horrifying (an encounter with a 
murderer; a knife-point mugging; 


a debilitating childhood illness), 
you have to put the book down 
between paragraphs to rebalance, 
to breathe, to breathe for her. 
When you discover that Maggie's 
daughter suffers from an immu¬ 
nological disorder and is prone to 
anaphylactic attacks leading to 
alarmingly frequent hospital visits, 
the strength, urgency and reason¬ 
ing that underpins I Am, I Am, I Am 
becomes palpable. It's a beautiful, 
strangely reassuring read.

Turtle - or 'kibble' to her charis¬ 
matic but twisted survivalist father 
Martin - is a 14-year-old who spends 
most of her time cleaning guns and 
preparing for the apocalypse she 
believes will soon come. One day, 
she escapes Martin's control by 
embarking on a solo mission into 
the wilderness. There she meets 
Jacob, a lost boy of a similar age 
whose comfortable and cosseted 
life reveals to her an ordinary world 
she never knew existed. This new 
connection opens an irreparable 
rift in the love-hate relationship 
between Martin, one of the 
best painted characters in recent 
memory, and his 'absolute darling' 
of the title. The way Tallent unrav¬ 
els the tale that follows, of a rapid 
descent into mistrust and violence 
at their ramshackle house on a hill, 
is invigorating, paranoia-inducing 
and often dizzying in its beauty. 
While his pacing creates a necessary 
sense of unease, Tallent is prone to 
rushing towards his set-pieces, of 
which many stack up across the 400 
pages.

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New waste fees spark fly-tipping fear

INCREASED charges to dump 
some waste at recycling centres 
could see ‘lorry loads’ of fly- 
tipped waste blight the country¬ 
side, it has been claimed. 

On October 1, when Oxfordshire 
County Council begins a new con¬ 
tract with W&S Recycling, it will 
cost £1.50 to dispose of most non¬ 
household waste items - and up to 
£10 for some. 

At the moment it is free to dispose 
the first three items of DIY waste at 
the county’s seven tips and people 
can get rid of another 10 for £1 each 
in any four-week period. 

The county council said the in¬ 
creased charges, which were backed 
by residents after a consultation 
aimed at staving off recycling cen¬ 
tre closures, would not lead to an 
increase in fly-tipping. 

But arable farmer Jeff Powell, who 
owns a farm in West Hagbourne, 
near Didcot, and is the chairman of 
the National Farmers’ Union in Ox¬ 
fordshire, Berkshire and Bucking¬ 
hamshire, said he was ‘horrified’ by 
the increase and called for the deci¬ 
sion to be reversed. 

He said: “This is guaranteed to 
cause an increase in fly-tipping and 
farmers’ fields will be targeted be¬ 
cause fly-tippers are less easily de¬ 
tected there. 

“Farmers have already seen an 
increase in fly-tipping over the past 
five years and this is bound to make 
the situation worse. 

“Every farmer I know in South 


Oxfordshire has experienced a 
problem - we have had lorryloads 
of tyres dumped, plasterboard and 
builders’ waste. 

“The penalties for fly-tipping are 
not high enough and I am aston¬ 
ished by this decision.” 


The county council stressed that 
its existing scheme has been in 
place for 15 years and charges of £1 
per item have not risen during this 
period. 

It will still remain free to dispose 
of household waste. 


Cowley county councillor John 
Sanders, who represents Labour, 
also said the increases should be 
scrapped because they would lead 
to more fly-tipping. 

Mr Sanders added: “I think a sig¬ 
nificant minority will dump their 


DIY waste alongside the county’s 
roads as a result of this increase 
and the cost of cleaning up the ex¬ 
tra fly-tipped waste will fall on the 
district councils. 

“You will get places where fly-tip¬ 
pers chuck waste out of the car win¬ 
dow onto the side of the road and 
then that will become a spot where 
rubbish accumulates. 

“Fly-tippers will find a quiet nook 
and before you know it it will be 
full of waste - tyres will now cost 
£5 each to dispose of and a piece of 
plasterboard will cost £10.” 

County council leader Ian Hud¬ 
speth said: “I don’t think this in¬ 
crease will lead to more fly-tipping. 

“If someone is spending thou¬ 
sands on renovating their bathroom 
and they dispose of a toilet, bath 
and basin that will cost them a total 
of £4.50. 

“I don’t think they are likely to 
break the law by fly-tipping and risk 
a £5,000 fine. 

“Most people will think this ser¬ 
vice is good value and the new con¬ 
tract means all seven recycling cen¬ 
tres are staying open.” 

In April an investigation was 
launched after more than 50 tyres 
were found dumped in a field near 
Banbury - it would cost £250 to 
dump that number under the new 
charges. 

The illegal flytipping was report¬ 
ed to Cherwell District Council af¬ 
ter 56 car tyres were found off the 
A422 Stratford Road near Wroxton. 

Tyres had been thrown over a wall 
into a ditch, near a layby containing 
glass bottle banks close to Ironstone 
Lane.

HOMEOWNERS in Cherwell 
are fairly keen on doing up 
their properties. 

The number of householder 
development planning applications 
in the area rose by eight per cent 
between 2015 and 2017. 

A similar number were approved 
in West Oxfordshire. 


Oxford emerged as the county’s 
hotspot for renovation, with the 
number of applications jumping by 
17 per cent. 

This contrasts sharply with South 
Oxfordshire and Vale of White 
Horse, where they seem to have 
gone off DIY. 

Applications fell by two per cent 
in South Oxfordshire and were 
down by a half-a-per cent in Vale of 
White Horse between 2015 and 2017. 

The statistics include renovations 


which need planning permission, 
such as extensions, conservatories, 
loft conversions and dormer 
windows. 

Others are garages, carports, 
outbuildings, swimming pools, 
walls, fences, granny annexes, 
porches and satellite dishes. 

The research was commissioned 
by home improvement site 
Plentific, which connects 
homeowners with tradespeople. 

It used annual planning 


application statistics from October 
2014 to September 2015 and October 
2016 to the present day. 

Plentific spokesman Stephen Jury 
said: “Many homeowners now look 
at a large garden, garage, or loft as 
an opportunity to renovate, with 
the majority thinking of it as an 
investment in the future value of a 
property.”

Introduction 

Toyota couldn’t afford for their third 
generation Yaris to be an also-ran in 
the supermini segment. So in 2014, 
they fundamentally revised it, with 
smarter looks, extra equipment and 
much greater refinement and 
efficiency. The idea was to broaden 
this model’s appeal, seek a younger 
audience and convince buyers that 
when it comes to comfort, quality and 
a little bit of spirit in this sector, the 
Yaris could fit the bill. Let’s check this 
car out as a used buy 

The History 

These days, a supermini must be 
more than sensible, practical, well- 
built and efficient. Buyers now take 
those sorts of things for granted 
and look instead for fashion, flair, 
innovation and technology. Back in 
2014, Toyota hoped they’d be 
looking for something like this, the 
much improved version of their 
third generation Yaris. 

The original version of this model 
launched in 2011 was a good car, but 
there simply weren’t enough 
reasons to buy mainstream versions 
when rivals offered more striking 


looks, more engaging design and a 
more dynamic driving experience. 
That was a problem, given this 
Yaris’ importance in accounting for 
over a quarter of all the company’s 
total European sales. Toyota, the 
first Japanese brand to produce a 
supermini specifically designed for 
European buyers, had allowed itself 
to lose sight of what those buyers 
really wanted. 

So heads rolled, tables were 
thumped and full responsibility for 
immediate remedial action taken 
away from Japan and passed to the 
maker’s Product Development team in 
Brussels and Design Studio near Nice. 
The resulting facelift took an almost 
unprecedented level of effort, with 
over £70 million invested, around 1,000 
new parts re-engineered and 576,000 
man hours spent in developing this 
updated model, launched in the 
Summer of 2014. 

The resulting sharper-looking MK3 
design claimed to offer everything the 
trendiest small car seeker could want, 
from Google mapping to hybrid power. 
At the same time, aware that 
traditional older buyers might not 
want to Facebook their friends on the 
way to eat designer sushi, Toyota also 
prioritised their needs in making this 
car feel plusher, quieter and better 
built. Some things didn’t change of 
course. This remained one of the 


largest, most practical choices buyers 
of the time could make in the 
supermini segment and a range of 
engine updates also made it one of the 
more efficient options too. 

This car sold until the Spring of 
2017, when it was replaced by another 
facelifted model featuring a new 1.5- 
litre engine. 

What To Look For 

With our ownership survey, we found 
plenty of satisfied Yaris owners, but 
inevitably, there were a few issues. A 
rattling dash was reported by one 
owner. We also came across issues 
with creaking suspension and a clunk¬ 
ing gearbox, while in one case, the 
centre console went blank occasional¬ 
ly One owner had the misfortune to 
suffer a blown turbo on his 1.4 D-4D 
diesel model after 30,000 miles. And it’s 
been reported that the 1.0-litre petrol 
engine occasionally suffers problems 
pulling from, low revs. Look out for all 
these things on the test drive and, as 
usual, prioritise models featuring a 
fully stamped-up service record. 

On The Road 

With most facelifts, the driving 
dynamics are left well alone. Not 
here. With customers of earlier 
versions of this third generation 
model criticising refinement and 
handling response, Toyota acted 


decisively with this 2014 MK3 model 
facelift, stiffening the body, fitting 
revised torsion beam rear 
suspension, improving steering 
response, changing the springs and 
dampers for better body control, 
adding better soundproofing 
material and altering the 
aerodynamics to reduce wind noise. 

So, does it all work? Well, it 
depends upon your expectations. 
Though the ride was improved, it 
still gets unsettled over rougher sur¬ 
faces. And though the steering is a 
touch more feelsome than is the case 
with earlier MK3 models, it’s still 
very light and better suited to 
metropolis rather than motorway 
use. Which is one of the main rea¬ 
sons why this car remains one of 
those you’d buy primarily to shoot 
to the shops and take on the odd 
motorway trip to the mother-in-law, 
rather than to speed around 
Silverstone. That’s why there are no 
hard core hot hatch versions, no 
performance fireworks and little for 
the enthusiast to get too excited 
about when it comes to pin-sharp 
response at the wheel. 

For this model’s target market 
though, the good news is of far 
greater importance. Namely that 
the improvements made to 
refinement really were effective - to 
the point where this is one of the 


quietest superminis from this era 
it’s possible to buy. The more rigid 
body certainly helps here but overall, 
the success is down to a whole range of 
detail changes - everything from a 
clever spoiler-shaped cowl at the base 
of the acoustic windscreen to 
redesigned door weather strips that 
improved sealing. The result is that if 
you are one of those supermini buyers 
likely to occasionally use your car to 
venture further afield, you’ll find this 
particular Yaris a far pleasanter 
travelling companion than almost any 
other model from this era in this segment 

Overall 

The facelift applied to this MK3 
model Yaris in 2014 certainly gave 
the car a fresh lease of life. Of 
course, no matter how far you tweak 
the trimmings, it’s hard to change 
any car’s fundamental DNA and 
sure enough, under the trendier 
packaging, this supermini remained 
the smartly conservative choice it 
always was. 

So, how to sum up? Well, there are 
doubtless more engaging chapters 
in the Yaris story still to be written, 
but what’s important is that the 
updates made to this 2014-2017-era 
car put this third generation version 
back on track. Which makes it a 
decent used buy.
